TOKYO (AP) - Secretary of 


State William P. Rogers offered 
Japan a counterproposal on Oki- 
nawa today believed aimed at 
preserving the striking power of 
the big American bases there. 


Rogers made his suggestion in 


a new round of secret talks with 
Japanese Foreign Minister Kii- 
chi Aichi over the problem of 
the return of the Ryukyus Is- 
lands, of which Okinawa is the 
largest.

Further- 
more, the hand still could 
have been beaten if East had 
just led a trump instead of 
a club when he got in with 
the diamond. South would 
never be able to score his 
three small trumps.

Q—Is the laxative effect of 


cyclamate dangerous? Are 
cyclamates beneficial to dia- 
betics and, if so, in what 
way? 


A—The laxative effect is 


mild and can easily be con- 
trolled by gradually reduc- 
ing your intake of vegeta- 
bles and f r u i t . Artificial 
sweeteners in general have 
their greatest usefulness in 
the treatment of diabetics 
because their caloric intake 
is restricted and the sweet- 
eners contain no calories. 


Q—I have just joined TOPS 


(Take Off Pounds Sensibly). 
One of the members said 
that the cyclamate in diet 
foods will eventually cause 
brain damage. Do you agree? 


A—Cyclamate in modera- 


tion has been found to be 
perfectly safe. Try not to 
get more of it than 3.5 grams 
a day.

War Deaths 
2nd Lowest 
of Year 


SAIGON (AP) - 
American 


battlefield deaths in Vietnam 
last week dropped to their sec- 
ond lowest total in nine months, 
reflecting the current lull in the 
war, the U.S. Command an- 
nounced today. The total was 
lower only during one holiday 
truce period. 


The weekly casualty sum- 


mary reported that 110 Ameri- 
cans were killed in action dur- 
ing the seven-day period ending 
at midnight last Saturday. Since 
last Oct. 26, when 109 U.S. 
troops were killed, the total was 
less only during the week of 
Dec. 29-Jan. 4, when a New 
Year's cease-lire was in effect 
and 101 Americans died in com- 
bat. 


U.S. and South Vietnamese 


headquarters also reported that 
1,963 North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong soldiers were killed last 
week, the lowest reported ene- 
my toll since last Nov. 3-9. The 
claim then was 1,601 enemy 
killed. 


It was also the first time since 


last Nov. 9 that the enemy toll 
had fallen below the 2,000 mark. 


South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters reported 290 government 
troops killed in action last week, 
a slight decrease from 295 re- 
ported Mis week before. 


The total of 100 Americans 


killed last week was 60 per cent 
less than the 182 reported killed 
two weeks ago. It was also 48 
per cent less than the weekly 
average of 230 American battle- 
field deaths so far for this year. 


U.S. headquarters also report- 


ed 1,056 Americans wounded in 
action last week, the lowest 
number since the week of the 
New Year's cease-fire, when 599 
U.S. troops were wounded. 


South 
Vietnamese wounded 


last week totalled 83, the low- 
est total in the past four weeks. 


Only small skirmishes have 


been reported generally across 
South Vietnam during thepast 
six weeks. The lull in sustained 
major ground fightingienterdd 
its seventh week Thursday. 


The U.S. 
casualty 
report 


showed that 37,459 Americans 
have been killed in action in 
Vietnam since Jan. 1, 1961. 
More than a third of this numer 
— 14,508— have died since North 
Vietnam and the United States 
opened preliminary peace talks 
in par is 15 months ago. Of the 
total American dead, 7,402 have 
been killed since last Dec. 7 
when the talks were expanded 
to include the South Vietnamese 
government and the Viet Cong. 


Another 242,220 Americans 


have been wounded in action in 
the Vietnam war, but only about 
half of this number required 
hospitalization, according to the 
U.S. Command,

claim that 533,045

Cong troops have been killed in 
fighting since Jan, 1,1961.

ping tourists, 


Capitol police blocked news- 


men from entering the Capitol 
itself and Kennedy went directly 
onto the Senate floor, 


Crowds of newsmen and tour- 


ists were so thick that when 
Kennedy arrived, sitting in the 
passenger seat of a car driven 
by an aide, he had difficulty 
opening the door. 


Kennedy, in a statement re- 


leased Wednesday at his Boston 
office, said he will remain In the 
Senate, will seek re-election 
next year and, If he wins, will 
serve a full six-year term. 


That would rule out any 1972 


bid for the presidency which his 
brother, John, won in 1960 and

he Arkansas Education As- 
sociation does a pretty good 
job of misrepresenting the 


public school teachers, the lat* 
est example being the AEA's 
threat to oppose the proposed 
new state constitution If the final 
draft authorizes cities and coun- 
ties to levy a local sales tax, 


The reason, of course, Is that 


AEA wants to increase the state 
sales tax from 3 to 4 cents, with 
the 4th cent reserved exclusive- 
ly for the public schools. This 
very proposal was beaten decis- 
ively in the last session of the 
General Assembly. And if cities 
and counties should be permit- 
ted to enact 1-cent sales taxes 
then the total sales tax at these 
local levels would become 4 
cents— making any proposed 4- 
cent state levy actually 5 cents 
and fanning the taxpayers to a 
fury, 


What the AEA refuses to ad- 


mit is that the schools are only 
a part of— not the entire— State 
of Arkansas. 


What the AEA conveniently 


overlooks 
is that the public 


school organization has syste- 
matically been given special tax 
treatment in the past and sys- 
tematically abused the privilege. 


Time was when the schools 


•were limited to 18 mills taxa- 
tion, and therefore local school 
boards worked zealously to up- 
hold the property assessment 
base against which this limited 
levy was extended. But the 18- 
mill ceiling was removed. School 
boards then concentrated upon 
unlimited millage and paid less 
attention to maintaining the ass- 
essment base. 


Along came the state sales tax 


making the public schools the 
main beneficiary, and school 
boards virtually abandoned their 
responsibility for fair assess- 
ments. 


This is the public record of 


the AEA and the school boards 
of Arkansas. 
.

But while millage ceiling's 


were being removed to help the 
schools no such relief was given 
either the city or county govern- 
ments. And as the assessing 
level sank further and further be- 
low actual market values, due in 
main to school boards' neglect, 
olty and county tax revenues 
were crippled. 


Naturally 
the 
cities and 


counties began turning to the 
state government for a share of 
the state sales tax —complet- 
ing a vicious circle which the 
AEA and local school boards 
started. 


Now the natural remedy would 


be to cut off city and county 
governments from state sales 
tax aid and permit them to vote 
a 1-cent sales tax of their own. 


And the state sales tax under 


no circumstances should be per- 
mitted to rise above the present 
3 cents. Then and then only will 
the AEA and local school boards 
be compelled to recognize their 
primary responsibility of seeing 
justice done at the local assess- 
ing level —and picking up re- 
venue in the process. 


This is The Star's long-term 


tax program, Your editor feels 
a personal responsibility. He 
was one of the original sales 
tax proponents back in 1934 and 
1935, 
saw it corrupted into a 


substitute for 
property taxes 


over the years, and once spent 
$18,000 of his own money in a 
futile effort to change the tide.

publican leader in the Senate, 
said President Nixon would sign 
such a bill if that Is all Congress 
would pass. 


The Senate vote came on the 


final day of a one-month exten- 
sion of higher withholding rates 
based on the 10 per cent sur- 
tzx. Authority for the levy itself 
expired June 30, but the with- 
holding rates were kept up in an- 
ticipation of a retroactive pas- 
sage of the tax. 


Even if final congressional ac- 


tion is not completed'by night- 
fall, it Is expected that employ- 
ers will be urged to continue the 
higher withholding rates.
